CONGRESSIONAL INCONGRUITIES. 


Tbo remarkable effects of the legislation 


ortklr. Heed's Billion Dollar Congress, in 
which a Democrat was recognized only 
when it was necessary to use his name fox 
that of an absent Republican in making it 
appear that a quorum of members was pres- 
ent, are now becoming manifest. 


The $100,000,000 surplus, collected from 


the whole people of the United States by 
excessive taxation, which that Congress 
found in tho Treasury, has been squan- 
dered and a deficiency, notwithstanding 
the increased 
revenues, from imports, 


which are said to be far above the average 
in anticipation of the MoKinley bill, stares 
the Treasury Department square io the 
face, and puts Secretary Foster to his wits' 
ends to ward off. This Congress while 
proclaiming that the foreign manufacturer 
and producer, not 
tbe American 
con- 


sumer, pajs tho tariff on imports, boasts 
that it put more articles on the freo list 
than the Mills bill thereby, if its theory is 
correct, releasing the foreign producer from 
the payment of a part of our taxes, and rank- 
ing the burden heavier for American con- 
sumers. It claimed to have increased the 
wages of the workman by advancing the 
price of commodities manufactured by 
monopolies, but compelled Government 
employes at the Carson Mint to accept a 
redaction of ten per cent, in wages or seek 
employment elsewhere. It made silver, 
upon the production of which tho prosper- 
ity of several States in the Union is to a 
great extent dependent, a commodity, with 
no fixed value, and virtually left it to tbe 
option of an Administration known to bo 
hostile to tbe metal, whether or not its 
coinage shall cease at the Mints. 
AVbile 


refusing to pass the Stan fold bill, to loan 
money on farms at two per cent per annum 
interest, it forced the financial agents of 
the Government by ltd excessive appropri- 
ations, to 
negotiate a now loan, at 


two 
per cent, 
interest, 
the 
bouds 


for which are now being prepared by tbe 
Bureau of Eugraving nod Printing. It im- 
posed a dnty of 25 cents per bushel on 
wheat, where every intelligent person in 
the country knows thut Liverpool, England, 
fixes tho price of thut grain not only in 
Chicago, Illinois, but lu the valleys of Ne- 
vada, as tbe surplus must bo shipped to 
Europe to find a market tit any price. It 
subsidized steamship lines, aomu of which j 
(like tbe Pacific Mail for instance, which 
recently announced that its net profits in 
the Itibt jear amounted to $000,000; are de- 
claring large dividends, but refused to ap- 
propriate a dollar to survey sites for stor- 
age of water in Nevada. 
, Jfc appropriated 


nbont $18,000,000 to refund the tax on in- 
comes collected a quarter of a century ago, 
and which the people had forgotten, but 
positively refused to allow Nevada what it 
expended in organizing 
nnd equipping 


troops to suppress Indian hostilities at a 
time when the product of the mines in this 
State sustained the credit of the Nation. 


Tbe incongruities and inconsistencies of 


Mr. Intel's Congress could be extended in- 
definitely, and if tho next Congress, which 
will be largely Democratic, iloos no better, 
thec every honest man in tho-couatry 
should join the People's or some other 
party that will legislate tor the whole coun- 
try, not for the benefit ol a few.

A German taper Attacks America and 


A Simple Fire ExtinBUlnher. 


It is the opinion of experts that much 


of the money which ia spent by factories, 
mills and stores on the introduction of 
pipes and valves for fire extinction might 
be saved by the adoption of a much sim- 
pler and more efficient method. Both 
sulphur and ammonia are well adapted 
for extinguishing fire. Sulphur absorbs 
Oxygen and forms sulphuric acid, the 
fumes of -which are much heavier than 
air. 
The quantity required would be 


small, since seventy gramrhes of sulphur 
can make one hundred cubic meters of 
air inimical to combustion. An effective 
sulphur extinguishing apparatus can, be 
made of a large ironboiof moderate 
depth and open at the top. 


It should be hinged at one end or side 


to a protected ceiling, and kept close 
thereto by a cord or wire connected with 
a, wire or strap formed chiefly of cad-( 
mium fusible 'at 144 clegs'. Fahrenheit. 
Inside tbe box is placed a' considerable 
quantity of cotton wadding, well satur- 
ated with powdered sulphur. On the 
heat of an incipient fire melting tie wire 
or strip, tbe box drops a short distance; 
by a simple device the cotton wadding 
is ignited at the same moment, and a 
strong cloud of sulphurous acid gas is 
instantly evolved, which extinguishes 
the fire by rendering the air unfit for 
combustion.—New York Telegram. 


Cunning Siberian Natives. 


When compelled to travel all night, 


the Siberian natives always make a prac- 
tice of stopping just before sunrise and 
allowing their dogs to go to sleep. They 
argue that if tbe dog goes to sleep while 
it is yet dark and wakes up in an hour 
and finds the sun shining, he will suppose 
tbat he has had a- full night's rest, and will 
travel all day without thinking of being 
tired. One or^ even two hours' stop at 
any other time is perfectly useless, as 
the dogs will be uncontrollable from 
that time forward until they are per- 
mitted to take what they think a full al- 
lowance of sleep.—tit, Louis Republic.

I;UNDUN WATEK PIPES, 


THEY ARE NEAR THE SURFACE AND 


THE WATER FREEZE* 


Tb« People 'of/the City »nd Suburbs 
i ..-Have Been Troubled wltti Irirocen Water 


Pipes', for Generation*, bat tbe Flpes 
Will, Never Be Placed Deeper. 
If it were not for the inconvenience 


"and discomfort of the tiling tbe plight 
in which London flnda itaelf with its 
water supply frozenwould.be comical 
to a practical Yankee. The water pipes 
are frozen simply beoROse tfae Briton has 
never profited by hia experience of Ms 
native winters. Year after year they 
have freezing weather in London, and 
year after year London's water pipes 
freeze, burst, and there cometh a water 
famine. 


The Londoners' water pipes freeze not 


because the weather is intensely cold, bat 
because the pipes are insufficiently pro- 
tected. Too often they are left exposed 
to all the winds that blow. 


Entire districts in London, square 


miles, districts as large as many good 
sized American cities, had their water 
supply entirely stopped one winter. Im- 
agine the inconvenience, even the dis- 
tress and danger, attending snoh a con- 
dition of things! Bat the fault has been 
with the Londoner, and not with the 
weather. I passed through a district 
thus afflicted one dismal day, and saw 
the workmen digging up the road to get 
at the pipes. 


In the street where these operations 


were going on the supply pipes for all 
the houses (the pipes running in from 
the water mains) were all laid within a 
foot of the surface of the ground. The 
water was frozen in all the pipes. Eight- 
een inches below the surface the frost 
had not penetrated. Bat tbe English- 
man deliberately puts his supply pipes 
within reach of the frost. 


A PRnUTIVK SYSTEM. 


Tho pipes would never freeze if they 


were pot a few feet under ground, for 
the frost in London rarely penetrates the 
earth more than a foot or two. 
But the 


Londoner does worse than this—he often 
rons the water pipe up the outside wall 
of his dwelling, without protection of 
any sort He has another cheerful habit, 
which is fast becoming the* fashion, and 
which is now put in practice in. all the 
better class houses. 


The drain pipes, at any rate those from 


the sinks and bathtubs, are carried down 
the outside walls, with a break at every 
story, where another inlet or outlet is 
made into a small open trough, from 
which another pipe leads down anot^er_ 
story, and so on to the bottom, where 
the water flows' into a gutter and thence 
into the sewer. The system folly ac- 
complishes its object—sewer ventilation, 
but this could be equally well secured by 
a less primitive arrangement, and with 
one that would not freeze in the winter 
and cover the side of your houses with 
dirty ice. 


When I said that the Londoner is not 


prepared for the annual freezing of his 
water pipes I did not adhere strictly to 
the truth. For the good gentleman is 
prepared in a certain way, or perhaps I 
should say that the water companies are 
prepared. And the preparation is pecu- 
liarly British, as you will see. When 
your street freezes up—that is to say, 
when it freezes down a dozen inches be- 
low the surface and blocks all the supply 
pipes, an official from the water com- 
pany puts in an appearance, after a day 
or two, and has an apparatus fixed into 
a little hydrant close by the curbstone. 


The apparatus consists either of a 


wooden or an iron pipe, as the case may 
be, which stands upright above the 
ground, and which has an inch faucet 
affixed to it. To this fount the entire 
neighborhood must come, with pails and 
pans and cans and jugs and mugs, and 
carry away tbe precious fluid. 


WHY THE BBITON BEARS IT. 


The water companies keep these prim- 


itive plugs in stock, some thousands of 
them, but it never occurs to anybody to 
place the supply pipes deeper in the 
ground and thus prevent freezing1. This, 
then, is the way the Londoner, or his 
water company, prepares for the annual 
visit of Jack Frost. But the preparation 
is effective only when the water mains 
are laid well below the surface. When 
they are not there is a water famine 
throughout extensive districts, as at 
Brixton, at Eampstead and other places 
in London town. 


Why not lay the water pipes deep 


enough? 


If you had ever lived among these 


droll people you would not oak that ques- 
tion. The pipes have never been laid 
deep enough, and therefore never will 
be—not this side of the millennium. 


The water supply of London is bad 


enough atins best. At its Worst, in the 
winter, it is too bad for words. Nobody 
but these droll people would submit, 
year after year, to the ridiculous system 
of supply and the outrageous charges. 
But the Briton is a patient soul. He be- 
lieves that whatever he has is the best of 
its kind, and he resents any suggestion 
to the contrary. A water supply that 
was good enough for bis grandfather is 
good enough for him; moreover, it is 
good enough for you. There's the rub 
of the argument. "It's good toough for 
you." Why, in the name of justice, 
should you, a foreigner, complain? Out 
upon you for an ungrateful alien. 
• Nevertheless, one has to suffer from 
this drollery. When he does not suffer 
he can smile. But that is the atmost he 
can do. You cannot change the habits 
of a nation. And you cannot induce 
5,000,000 people to put their water pipes 
five feet under ground if they think five 
inches sufficient, and if they have had 
them five inches under ground for gen- 
erations.—Boston Herald.

A Clergyman's Strange Disease. 


The death of the Rev. Thomas Pitts, 


D. D., of Pittsburg, gives to medical 
science the strangest case ever known in 
pathology. An autopsy has disclosed 
that the late minister had a veritable 
thorn in his brain. 


Dr. Samuel Ayers, the specialist on 


diseases of the brain, conducted the post 
mortem. 
When the skull was opened a 


long plate was discovered. It was two 
inches in length, three-quarters of an 
inch in width, and had a very rough 
surface. It was found occupying a part 
of the membraneous partition, between 
the two hemispheres of the brain. The 
minister died suffering from convulsions, 
which were doubtless caused by this 
bony growth/ 
This also explains all that seemed un- 


accountable in Dr. Pitts' erratic conduct 
and actions during the last few years of 
his life. Dr. Ayers said he did not be- 
lieve there was a similar case in the his- 
tory of medicine. 
As yet he is unable 


to explain the presence of this strange 
growth. There is more or less bone de- 
posit in the brain, but why this form 
was taken is still unexplainable.—Cor. 
Philadelphia Press. 


Street Car Sprinklers. 


In St. Paul, where not long ago a 


brand new cable plant valued at $400,000 
was consigned to the scrap heap in order 
that the street railway company might 
install electric cars on its lines, an in- 
genious method has been adopted for the 
laying of the dust which in summer 
time causes much annoyance to passen- 
gers. A line of water cars, very much 
after the fashion of the ordinary street 
sprinklers, are being built, and on each 
water car will be mounted a tank 6 by 6 
and 13 feet long. Two or three cars will 
be connected by hose and attached to 
the locomotive, so that one train can 
sprinkle the whole track. The journey 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis will 
thus, in future, be as rapid and pleasant 
as it was formerly tedious and distress- 
ing, and the inhabitants of those cities 
are looking forward with much satisfac- 
tion to the prospect of cool and enjoyable 
travel.—New York Recorder.
